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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claim 92 is requested to be cancelled without predjudice. Claims 51,58, and 67 have 
been amended herein. After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 51-82 and 93 are 
now pending in this application. Support for the amendments to claims 51,58, and 67 can be 
found throughout the application, for example at pages 37) line 29 to 38, line 1. 

Interview Summary 

The undersigned appreciates the courtesies extended by the Examiner during the personal 
interview conducted on January 13, 2005. It was agreed that the amendments to the claims, 
included herein, resolve all issues with respect to section 102 and 1 03 rejections. It was also 
agreed that the claims are patentably distinct over U.S. Patent No. 5,468,606, and that a terminal 
disclaimer would not be needed. Finally, it was agreed that Applicants would file a terminal 
disclaimer to obviate the provisional rejection of Claims 5 1 -82 under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 7, U, 
23-34 and 38-50 of copending Application No. 08/950,963. This terminal disclaimer is attached 
herewith.
